Tshombe arrived in nearby Ki­ 
pushi aboard a chartered private 
plane, then drove the 30 miles 
into his capital of Elisabethville 
in a Rhodesian army jeep. Kipu­ 
shi is on the K'ltangese-Rbodesi- 
an border. 
He said he had arranged with 
the Belgian consul in Elisabeth­ 
ville to meet him at the airport 
drive him into the city. But 
the consul failed to show up.

of the Langhorne Fire Depart 
ment, one of three fire companies 
which fought the blaze. 
The mansion is known as the 
Weber place. 
The blaze was discovered by 
neoghbor at approximately 1:30 
am. 
40 Fight Blase 
Some 40 firemen from the 
Langhorne, Parkland and Penn­ 
del Fire Departments fought the 
blaze for almost six hours before 
subduing the flames. 
Chief Henry reported the blaze 
was completely out of contra 
when the fire departments arriv 
ed. 
“Flames were shooting out o! 
the windows and up over the roof 
by the time we arrived,” the 
chief said. 
As a precautionary measure,

hanoi to keep the flames from 
spreading.

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Stamps Popular At Lower Bucks Post

Post offices in Lower Bucks 
County did a tand-rush business 
yesterday - especially in selling 
one-cent stamps. 
“We bad one of the busiest 
days we’ve ever had in the place,” t 
John Barron, postmaster of Corn­ 
wells Heights. Croydon, declared. 
“It was busier than Christmas.” 
That was the picture in general 
as Lower Bucks residents, busi­ 
nesses, 
churches, 
schools and 
other civic and fraternal groups 
rushed to the post office to re­ 
plenish their supplies in accord­ 
ance with new rate increases 
which took effect yesterday. 
The new rates, which are ex­ 


pected to hike the average Amer­ 
ican family’s annual postage bill 
about HJO, went into effect at 
midnight Sunday. The cost of 
mailing a letter or postcard rose 
by a penny, making the new 
rates: 


—five crate for first class let* 
ten. 
—four cents tor regular post­ 
cards. 
—eight cents for airmail let­ 
ters (one ranee). 
—six cents for airmail post­ 
cards. 


The one-cent stamp was the 
most popular selling item yes­ 
terday, a canvass of Lower Bucks 
post offices disclosed. Also selling 


In increased demand yesterday 
were cotta of five-cent stamps in 
UK) and 900-stamp rolls. 
Long lines of customers — from 
opening to closing time — were 
reported in practically every post 
office and branch in the county 
yesterday. 
Waiting on the customers in 
most of the local post offices were 
window clerks attired in 
their 
new dress prescribed by the Post 
Office Department last October. 
Office Uniformity 
The dress includes a light blue 
jacket, white shirt and maroon 
tie—either bow or four-hand style. 
The jackets are worn by window 
clerks who put in tour hours or 
more work daily in post offices.

He noted an increase in the 
sales of booklets of five-cent and 
eight-cent airmail stamps. “But 
the books have always been popu­ 
lar,” McLaughlin stated, “they're 
more convenient to carry than 
loose stamps.” 
The new books are proving pop­ 


ular because they cost only their 
fact value of $1 for 20 five-cent 
stamps and l l for a booklet of IS 
eight-cent airmail stamps. For­ 
merly the public had to pay a 
penny extra for the cost of the 
booklet in buying 24 four-cent 
stamps for 97 cents and IS seven* 
cent airmail stamps for 89 cento. 
McLaughlin also said the new 
four • cent postcards were also 
“setting good.” 
He noted that the three-cent 
stamp is becoming obsolete rather 
than the four - center. Customers 
are combining one-cent stamps 
with their tours, he pointed out, 
or are using four-cent stamps on 
unsealed third class letters or 
printed postcards.

The Pennsylvania School Reor­ 
ganization Act came under fire 
at last night’s Falls Township 
School Board meeting when a 
spectator queried the board mem­ 
bers on their opinion of the con­ 
troversial law. 
The 1961 law — known as Act 
561 — would reduce the number 
of districts in the state from 2,189 
to between 400 and 600. Each new 
district would have a minimum 
pupil population of 4,000, except in 
special cases where only 2,900 
would be necessary. 
Bradshaw Snipes, of the school 
board, said he was in favor of the 
act and that the Department of 
Public Instruction in Harrisburg 
also favored it. 
James Smith, school board sec­ 
retary, countered Snipes’ state­ 
ment by saying the legislators, in 
passing the act. paid no attention 
to cost and allowed no provisions 
for collection of taxes. 
Calls It Inadequate 
“I am in favor of the principle 
of the act,” Smith said, “but. as 
it now stands, it is inadequate.*’ 
He said the legislators gave no 
consideration to districts under 
4,000 which were doing a good 
ob at the time of passage. 
Smith said Act WI was pushed 
through as a “political football. 
Richard Davis, vice president 
of the school board, came out in 
favor of the act. “The opposition 
to this act is primarily from school 
directors of small districts who

Sruwe, township manager, con­ 
firmed that the growth in popula­ 
tion in the township in recent 
years definitely backed up the 
need. 
When contacted today, Dr. Char­ 
les S. Muschell, regional superin­ 
tendent of Pennsbury Schools, of 
which Makefield is a component 
board, said he will appear be­ 
fore the board tomorrow and of­ 
fer further information on the 
plans. 
Dr. Muschell said the school 
board has long recognized the 
need for additional elementary 
grades in Lower Makefield. 
Projection Figures Made 
He also revealed that he had 
recently furnished the Makefield 
board with enrollment projection 
figures and other data in order for 
them to "reach the wisest conclu­ 
sion.” 
Dr. Muschell said the school 
board has studied two proposi­ 
tions — either to add on to an­ 
other elementary school, or to 
build a new building. 
Indications are that the school 
board favors construction of a 
new building. 
Dr. Muschell also explained that 
under the Pennsbury jointure, 
each component board such as 
Makefield's, is responsible tor 
construction of all elementary 
schools. Once completed, then the 
elementary school is turned over 
to the jointure for operation.

A BOUNCING CHECK COULD 
HIT YOU ON THE REBOUND 
"If a forged check is cashed 
against my account, is the bank 
always required to make good", 
a businessman questions. 
No. While.it is true that the law 
in general places upon the bank 
the obligation at not honoring 
forged checks drawn upon its de­ 
positor's account, there are sev­ 
eral situations which could re­ 
lieve the bank of liability. 
They include: I. Failure to 
draw check carefully. 2. Failure 
to examine cancelled checks and 
to reconcile bank statements. 3. 
Failure to supervise properly 
employees entrusted with hand­ 
ling of bank account. 4. Failure 
to save cancelled checks which 
would prove the depositor’s ex­ 
ercise of due diligence. 5. Expir­ 
ation at time for discovery of 
loss as provided by law. 6. Fail­ 
ure to notify the bank of any al­ 
teration immediately upon dis­ 
covery.

The possibility of depositors 
losing as the result of forged 
checks points up the need for 
the businessman, both large ami 
small to practice good check 
writing habits and to carry prop­ 
er insurance against the check 
forger. The major problem is not 
the professional forger, who can 
more easily be traced, but the 
amateur who is cloaked in an­ 
onymity. He is usually highly 
trusted and above suspicion, until 
his final and unsuccessful forg­ 
ery. 
The best defense against either 
the professional or the amateur 
is proper forgery bond coverage 
that will protect the heart of a 
business enterprise . . . its assets.
